The Speech or ' Declaration of Sultan 
Mahomet the great: Twk. 


Which he ſent to the Emperor of Germany; 
Dated March 25th 1683. from Adrianople, 
juſtafter the Baron Sophonara the Emperor's 
Ambaſſador had his laſt Audience of the 
Prince Viries, wherein the ſaid Ambaſſador 
could not comply to the Extravagant Demands 
of the Turk; which cauſed the ſaid 'Grand 
Seignior to tranſmit the ſame to his Imperial 
Majeſty, which is faithfully tranſlated out of 
High Dutch. 


'AHOMET the fourth, Son of Emperors, and of 
M the Famous and Renownlll God ; Emperor of 

F the Turks, King of Greece, Macedonia, Molds: 
via, Samaris, and Hegha; King of great and leſſer £yyps; . 
King of all the Inhabitants of the Earth, and Prince of 
the Earthly Paradice ; acknowledged Prince and obedi- 
ent Son of Mhomet ; preſerver of the Cities of Hungaris; 
Poſſeſlor of the Sepulchre of your God ; Lord of all the 
Emperors of the World, from the riſing of 'the Sun, to 
the hg thereof: King of all Kings, Lord of 
the Tree of Life, Conqueror of the Malanian Hegley, and 
the City Protenix; the great Perſecucor of the Chaitians 
and all wicked people,joy of the flouriſhing World, Com- 
mander and Guardian of your Crucifigd God, Lord of 
the multitude of the Heathens: We-|Gommand ye to 
# QL IG ily A'2 _ + greet 
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Greet the Emperor Leopold, in cafe he deſire it, and you 
are a Friend to our Majeſty whoſe Power and Will we 
have extended very far. . 

You have for ſome time paſt ated to our prejudice, 
andviolated our Friendſhip; tho we havenot offended you 
either by War or otherwiſe, yet you have taken ſecret ad- 
vice with other Kings, and your Councils, how to ſhake 
off your yoke ; in which you have proceeded very indiſ- 
creetly; and thereby you KYave expoſed your people to 
fear and dznger, who have nothing to expe now but 
Death, which you have brought upon your ſelves; for 
T declare I will make my ſelf your Maſter, and purſue you 
from the Eaſt to the Weſt, and extend my Majeſty ro the 
End of the Earth: in the procedure of all which you 
ſhall find my Power exerted to your extream audct, 
and ſhall feel the dreadful effeQts of my Wrath ; and ſince 
you have put. your hope in the ſtrength of ſome Towns 
and Caſtles, I have given Command to overthrow them, 
and trample under nay Horſes feet all that is delightful to 
you, leaving no room hereafter to make friendſhip with 
me, or ſuffer you any fortified un to remain to. put 
your truſt in ; ſor I have reſolved forth-with to deſtroy 
you and your people, and to diſploy you of the Germas 
Empire after my will, Leaving 18 the Empire a remem- 
brance of my dreadful Sword, that it may publickly appear 
that T willeſtabliſh my Religion therein, and purſue your 
Crucified God: whole Wrath I fear not, nor hiscoming 
to defend, or deliver you out of my hands z but willcon- 
demn your Sacred Priefts to the Plough, and ſuffer the 
Breaſts of your wives to be ſuckt by Dogs and Beaſts; ygu 
will do well to forſake your Religion, otherwiſe T will 
give Order to Conſume you with Fire: This is. enou 
fo let you underſtand my will ; if you will be ſo wiſe 
as to Know it. An 
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: An Anſwer to the Speech or Declaration or the 
Great Turk,&c. 


Sultan Mahomet, 


Find ina Paper, ( which is faid to be thy Declaration) di- 
refted, to Leopold, the German Emperor, dated the 25. 
of March 1683. viz- 

Firſt, thou ſayſt, Thow art a Poſſeſſor of the Sepulcre of yown God 
( to wit, the Chriſtians) Aud that thou art agreat Perſecnter of 
the Chriſtians. 

Secondly, Thou fays, Thou art Lord of aff the Emperors of 
#be World, from the Riſing of rhe Sun to the going down thereof. 

Thirdly, Thou ſayit, Thon art Xing of af Kings, and Lord of 
the Tree of Life. 

Fourthly, Thou ſayſt, Thou art Commander : and Guardian 
of your Crucyfied God (to wit the Chriſtians) and thou ſayſt, Thou 
wilt parſne your Crucified God, whoſe. Wrath I fear not, ner bis coming 
#0 defend or deliver you out of myhands. 

Now, hereis Something in anſwer to the Wores of Szltar 
AMahomet the Emperor of the Turks, ſaying, He is a great Pcrſe- 
cntor of the Chriſtians; But Jet him take heed, for, the Grear 
God that made him, and Heaven, and Earth, and the Sea, and 
all things therein, whois Lord, Creator, andFather vf all, who 
is above all, and through all, and beholds all his Words, Wayes, 
Thoughts, and Attions, and all Mens and Womens upon the 
Earth; Neither is there ary Creature that is not mavifeſt in Gods 
Sight z Butall things are naked and open unto the Eyes of him, 
with whem we haveto do,. who are the rrue Chriftians in'Scorn 
called Quakers, who do fear, ſerve, and worſhip the Great God 
that made us, who is a conſumiirg Fire tothe Wicked ; and 
whereſoeyer Men do turn themſclves, there the Face of God will 
meet them; his Divinity exterds through the whole World 3 
Thcrefore you-are to fear his Divine Majeſty, as you goroals 
in.yoer Alcoran; for the Great God, tre Creator of fl Yoth 
knoy 2ll jnche Heavens, andin the" Earth, -both"what igYone in 
Secreet and Openly, and all is faked before him, whowilt re- 
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ward every Man, and Woman, according to their werds and 
works, whether they be good or evil, for God is a conſuming 
Fire to the Wicked, and who ſhall dwell with evcrlaiting burn- 
ing, but the Jult and Holy ? | , 

And, /Mahomet ſaith in his Alcoran Chap. 3. pag. 34. That 
Jeſus iaid, © Who ſhall ſuſtain the Law of God in my abience;and 
« the Apoſtles anſwered him, we will ſuſtain the Law of God in. 
<« thy ablence,and that Jeſus thall be a Witneſs in the day of Jadgs 
« ment againit ſuch that obey not his Law, &ec. _F 

Now lee how you Turks do obey the Law or Command o”© 
Jeſus, for Jeſus ſaith, Love yuor Enemies, Bleſs them that Corſe you" 
do good tothem that hate you, prey for them that deſpitefully uſe you, 
and perſecuts you, that you may be the Children of your Father which 
s in Heaven. we" 

*» Now if the Chriſtians were the Turks Enemies, according to' 
the Command and Law of Jeſus, the Tuwrks.are to Love 
and Bleſs them that Curſe them, and todo good to them, that 
Hate them, and pray for them that deſpitefully uſe them and per- 
ſecute them z ſo then the Twrks are not to be Perſecutors,if they 
do obey the Command of the Lord Jeſus Chrift, and if they 
be the Children of God the Father which is in Heaven. 

But the Emperour of the Tzrks ſaith, he is a great Perſecutor 
of the Chriftians ; and you ſay in your Alcoran, That Jeſus ſhall 
be a Witneſs in the dey of Fudgment againſt ſuch that obey not his Law? 
Are not your own Words in your Alceran, and the Lord Jeſus, 
and the Apoſtles of Jeſus, Who ſhould ſuſtain the Law of God 
in Jeſus abſence,witnels againſt you, who are Haters and Perſe- 
cutors, inſtead 'of loving Enemies, according to the Command 
or Law of Jeſus? And therefore as Mahomet ſaith, That Feſus, 
ſhall be « Witneſs in the day of Fudgment againſt ſuch as obey not his 
Law: $o according to your own Alcoran, you Turks, . and all 
others, that are Perſecutors, who diſobey the Law of Jeſus, he 
will be a Witneſs againſt you in the day of Judgment ;- yea,l ſay 
againſt you Turks, and all other Perſecutors upon the Earth. 

Secondly, Sultan Mahomet Emperor of the Twrks faith, he is 
Lord of all the Emperors of the World, from the riſing of the Sun to 
the going down thereof, King of all Kingr, and Lord of the Tree of 
Life, But are there not many Kingdoms and Kings in this Nor 

| X then 
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then part of the World, and many Emperors and Heathen 
Kingsin America,and alſo in wm mnt ? Hath notthe Great 


Megwl many Kingdoms under him ? - beſides Preſtor Fokn (com- 
monly ſo called) hath not he many Kingdems under him ? And 
doth net the _—_— of the Tarks know, that theſe Kingdoms 
and Empires he is neither King nor Emperorover? Yet he 
ſaith, he is Emperor over \all rhe Earth, from the riſing of the Sun 
ro the going dewn thereof. Whicly World he.knows , 1s but his 
own Country, and from theriſing of the Sun in it, tothe 
ſetting of the Sunin it 3 for the Sun riſeth and ſets in Aherica, 
andthe Eaft- Indies, and all other parts of the World 
where he hath/ no Rule nor Power z and how long fgiace, and is be 
he may have Rule and Power, and be Enipetonin 97 our of bis 
his own Country God knows. And thereforeit is EO 
beſt for the Emperor of the Terks to be humble; and not con- 
ceit hin.ſelf with an high and ambitious Mind, that he is King of 
Kings, and Emperor of the World where he is-not, and where 
God hath given him no Power, leaſt the Almighty God do abale 
him, and take away his Power which he hath given him: For 
Deniel ſaid to Nebuchadnetzer the Emperor, That he ſhould eat 
Graſs like an Ox, &c. till be knew that the moſt high God ruleth in the 
Kingdoms of Men, and giveth them to whom ſoever he will, and his 
Kingdom ſhould be ſure to him after that beknew that the Mft Hinh 
did Rule. And therefore the Unchangeable God, Man muft Fear, 
for Heaven is his Throne, and the Earth is his FootRool, that 
Earth that the Twks and all Men ſtand and walkupon : And fo 
fromtheFace of the Eternal God and hisFootſtool, cannot the 
Turk;noranyother Man or Woman turn-themſelves,butthere the 
Face of God will meet them; for Gods Divinity extends through- 
out all the Earth, who inhabits Eternity, and dwels-with an 
humble Heart ; who beholds the Proud and 'Lofty afar off, and 
brings down the high Looks, and abaſeth the Pride-of Men. 
Thirdly, And again, Sultan Mabomet, Emperor-of the Tarks, 
thou ſayeſt, thon art, Lord of the Tree of Life. But the Turkiſh 
Emperor muſt. know he is not Lord of the Tree of Life, which 
beareth twelye-manner of Fruits, and yeildeth her Fruits every 
Month, and theLeaves of the Tree were for the healing of the 
Natiogs: We go not believe that the Emperor of the _ 
l 
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hath any ſuch natural Tree, in all his Land or Garden,that veiltd- 
eth twelve manner of Fruits every Month, the Leayes of which 
are for the healing of Nations; this Treeof Lite cc Zak 
have no Power over, and Fohn the Apoſtle of Chr:f, that kept 
the Law or Command of Feſ#s, Feſus {peak to him and faid, 
Bleſſed are they that do his Commandmens, that they may bave right 
10 the Tree of Life, that tbey may enter through the Gates of the City, 
Namely, Heayenly and Holy feruſalem, which deiccngs out of 
Heaven from God, which is not outward Feraſalem inthe Land 
of Canazn, as in the Revelations of John the 21 and 22 Chap- 
ters— And Chriſt aid to Fobx his Apoſtle, He that overcemeth I will 

give himts eat of the Tree of Life; Namely,he that overcomes the 

Jevil, Sin and Unrighteauſnels, whoſe Name is writren in the 
Book of Life hath rightto eat of the Treeof Life — - Bur if 
that the Emperor of the T»rk; doth not evercome, with the Spi- 
rit of God and his Power, the Devil and his Works, Sig and Un- 
righreouſneſs, &c. he cannot eat of the Tree of Life; there- 
fore he is not like to Lord, and to have Power orer this Tree of 
Lite, which he cannot eat of, except with the Power and Spirit 
of God he overcome the Devil and his Works. 

And concerning the Pure Religion and the Falſe, Zames, who 
was one of the APoſtles of Chriſt Feſw ſaith, 1f any Man ſeems 
20 be Religious and bridles not his Tongue, but deceives bis own Heart, 
that Mans Religion is vain. Therefore what Religion ſoever the 
Emperor of the Turks ſet upor profeſs, orany Man or Weman 
elſein the whole World, and bridle not their Tongues with 
Gods Power and Spirit, according tothe Law or Coinmand of 
Feſus, which he gave tothe Apoſtles, their Religion is vain, and 
they do but deceive their own Hearts with their vain Religion, 
from their unbridled Tougues; for pnre Religion and undefiled 
before God and the Father is this, ToYoſit the Fatherleſs and the 
Widows in their Affiition, and to keep themſelves Vnſpotted fromthe 
World. Ard this is the pure Religion that God and Chrilt Jeſus 
ſet up, and his ApoRtles preach'c and declared to Men, ad all the 
Believers and Converted to God and Chriſt, and that keep 
their Command, did and do walk in titis pure Religion. © 

Foxrthly, Sultan Mahomer Emaperor of the Tarks, Tho fayeſt, 
T hou art Commandey of the Chriſtrans Cracifyed Gody, and [aye ft,

"Anſwer, Theſe high Words'are not ſpoken in the fear of God, 
- for if thou kneweſt God then weuldſt know his Son 7eſm Cirif 

who was tnadeof the'Seed of Abraham according to the Fleth, 
and declared ts be the Senof God according to the Spirir of 
Helinefs, by the Reforre&ion from the Dea; ſo that thou haſt 
neither Power over his God-head nor hisFlelh. And Afabonet

New whereas the Emperor of the Tarks faith, That, be 5s 
Commander and Guardian of the Chriſtians Crucified God. Now. 
in this he is miſtaken, for the Eternal, [ncompreheaſible, Invi- 
ſible, Everlaſting God, whoſe Divinity extends throughout the 
whole Earth, who is God in Heaven above, and in the Earth be- 
ncath,to whom all Nations are but as the Drop of a Bycket ; this 
is the true Chriſtians God, whom they Serve and. Workip in his. 
Spirit and Truth, which the. Fewsdid not Crucike, nor could 
they Crucifie; and it is Blaſphemy for the Fews.or any to ſay, 
That they.did Crucifie the true Chriſtians Eternal Invidible God, 
and great Ignorance forany to ſay, That the true Chritsans God 
was Crucified, or that the Eternal, Incomprehenlible,  Immor- 
tal God, the Creator of all, who is the God of the Spirits of all 
Fleſh, and the Breath of af Mankind isin his Power, - {o that 

oor Mortalsor Externals ſhould ſay, thinker imaſine.chat the 

ternal, Inviſible, Everlaſting, Immortal, Incomprehenhfible 
God was or can be Crucited, which they cannot comprehend, 
which is the true Chrift:sans God. 

But Chriſt, which was made of the Szed of David, according to. 
the Fleſh, who took not.upon,him the Nature of Angels, but the 
Seed of Abrabam; He Suffered for us in the Fleſh. And ſaas 
Chriſt alſo hath once Suffered for Sins im the Fleſh, he the Juſt for 
the Unjuſt, that Chriſt might bring, us to God ; ſo God was not 
Crucified, but Chrift being put to Death or Crucified in the Fleſh,

was not, nor cannot be Crucified, but Chriſt.the Son of God ſuf 
fered according to the Fleth,. not in his Gqd-head-:- Sa Chrift 
dyed for our Sins,according to the Scripture of the Old and New

Chrifts Apoſtles : ſo he was the one Offering, who made an end 


of all the Offerings among the through the ing 
the Body of Feſrronce for all the Man Chrif hog ave ths per 


himſelf one Sacrifice for Sins; ſo by that ove Offering he bath 
perfeted forever them that are Sandified ; ſohe is the Propitis. 
ation Offering and Sacrifice for the Sins of the whole World,yea 
Feſme Chrift which was of the Seed of [David; — 
the Scriptore- Chrift Dyed for our Sins, and he'was buried, a 
roſe again'the third Day, according to the Scriptures z and after 
he was riſen fromthe he was ſeenof the twelve Apoſtles, 
and again He was ſeen of above five hundred Brethren at once, 
that were Believers in him, and this was after he was Dead, Bu- 
ried and Riſenz but none'of 'the Princes of the World knew 
biz, - for had they known Chriſt they would not have Cruci- 
fied him, but we know now, that Chriſt being raiſed from-the 
Dead dies no'more, and Death hath no more Dominion over 
Chrift, in that he died onto Sin, and for the Sins of the whole 
World; but now he being raiſed fromthe Dead, be is.fer at the 
right Had of God;and therefore Jeſu 0f Natarerbas Man appro: 
ved of 'God by Miracles, Wondersand Signs which Gbd did by, 
him, thisFe/ws the Son of Mary the Fews with their wicked hands 
didtake,Crucified and Slay; but it was God who looſed the Pangs 
of Death, becauſe it was not poſlible ttat heſhould be holden ofir, 
and though the Fews Yid Crucific F:/ws &cSlew bim,' and Hanged

Dyed, for he raiſed Chrift from the Dead onthe third Day, arjd 
ſhewtd him-openly to his Apoſtles, and they:did Eatand Drink - 
with Feſou Chriſt after that God had raiſed him up from the . 
Dad, and he commanded his Apoſtles taPreach to the People, 
and teflifie,thatit was he which was ordained of God to be Judge = 
of Quick and Dead, and. to.him gire all -the- Prophets (and 
the Apoſtles) of God witneſs, That though-the Name of- Fe- 
ſ«s, whoſoever believed in him Chould receive remiſſan of Sigs,. 
Neither is there Salvation in any other, for. theres is no Name 
under.Heaven given amongſt Men whereby wemulſt be-ſaved, but 
bythe Name of F-ſme of Nazareth, wham the Fews-- Crucified, 
whom Sod hath raiſed from the Dead 3 for. Gad ſaid to David; 
That of the. Fruit of bis Loynes ( axcording to- the Fleſh) God 
would raiſe up Chrift.to: fit on his Throne. .. And David, he ſeeing 
this before, ſpoke of the .Reſurreftion of Chriſt, That-bis Soul 
was 101 left in Hell, neither did bis Fleſh ſee Corruption : Sothough 
the Fews Crucified him, and a-Souldier thraſt his Speer. inte his 
Side ; and thaygh he was Cruciked and hanged ona Tree, and 
Slain, Dead and Buried, him did God raiſe up the third: Day, 
and he appeared to his Apoſtles and Diſciples, and did Eat and 
Drink with. them after he was Riſen, who were the faithfal 
Witnefſes, That God raiſed him up fromthe Dead, who is 
aſcended up into Heaven, at the right Hand of God, who being 
the brightneſs. of Gods Glory, and the expreſs Image of kis 
Subftance, and yphalding all things by the Word ef his Power, 
when ke had by himſelf- purged our Sins, ſat down. at the right 
Hand of the Majeſty on High, whom the Heavens. mnfſt receive 
until the times of reſtitution of all things, which God hath fi 
ken by. the. Mouth of all.bis Holy Prophets, fince the World 
gan, and he that deſcended. is the, ſame alſs that aſcended far 
above all Heavens, thathe might fill all things, who led Captivity 
Captive, and gave Gifts unto.Men, &c. And we have Redernp- 
tion from Chrilts.Blood, even Forgiveneſs of our Sins, who hath 
delivered us from the Devil, the, Pewer of Darkneſs, who is the 
Seed of the Woman, which bruiſeth the old Serpents Head
